A  machine  that  is  intended  to  take  the 
place  of  private  secretaries  and  short¬ 
hand  writers  generally,  will  be  put  on  the 
market  next  month.  It  is  the  perfected 
phonograph  of  the  wizard  of  Menlo  Park. 
The  new  machine  will  be  smaller  than 
t  e  ordinary  type  writer,  and  will  he  sold 
at  retail  for  about  $100.  The  Edison 
Company  has  a  factory  in  Bloomfield, 
where  the  machines  are  being  made.  I  he 
company  claims  that  the  machine  will  re¬ 
produce  the  voice  so  clearly  and  accu¬ 
rately  that  the  words  cannot  be  misun¬ 
derstood.  The  owner  of  the  machine 
merely  has  to  talk  into  it  as  lie  would  in¬ 
to  a  telephone,  and  when  he  is  through 
his  typewriter  can  ungrind  his  remarks 
and  materialize  them  on  paper. 

The  public  may  have  a  chance  to  buy 
two  kinds  of  phonographs.  The  Amer¬ 
ican  Graphophone  Company  is  also  pre¬ 
paring  to  get  out  machines  to  take  the 
place  of  stenographers.  This  company 
was  organized  in  Washington  six  months 
ago,  and  is  working  under  the  patents  of 
Alexander  G.  Bell  and  Sumner  Taiator.

He  grew,  waxed  strong  and  devel¬ 
oped  Into  a  noble  son  and  loving  brother 
He  came  to  his  death  the  l£lh  of  October, 
1884,  by  the  hand  of  a  careless  drug  clerk 
and  two  exc-ited  doctors,  at  12  o'clock  at 
night,  in  Kansas  City.” 

The  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company 
has  beep  experimenting  fpr  some  time 
with  un  automatic  whistle,  tiie  object  of 
which  is  to  give  the  signal  at  grade  cross¬ 
ings  whether  the  engineer  is  awake  or 
asleep.
